Mr. Holland, for ſeveral Years, hath been at much Coſt and Trouble, both in 

land and Ireland, to arreſt Mr. Argill, and it was not Colonel Rice, who he 
xever heard of before he ſaw his Name in the Votes, that put him upon taking up 
r- Argill, but his own Concern for the Recovery of his Money. And neither 
» Argill or any other can with Truth ſay any Il] of him. 


As to the Caſes mentioned by Mr. Argz/l, to induce the Honourable Houſe of 
mmons to demand him out of Cuſtody as their Member, Mr. Hollaxd hath 
neither Ability nor an Opportunity to examine them. But is adviſed that the Caſes 
are miſquoted, and miſapplied, and particularly that Mr. Arzol/d was never dif- 
charged by the Houſe : And that upon a full Conſideration of all the Preſidents 
of Priviledge in Mr. Mountagze's Caſe W. 3. who was a Priſoner 
in the Xi»gs-Bench upon an Execution, the Houſe would not diſcharge him. 


| Incaſe the Warden of the Fleet allow Mr. Argill's Habeas Corpus, or a Day-Rule 


as they call it, he will get into the Houſe of Commons, and trick both his Creditors 
and the Warden. 


In caſe the Houſe claim him as a Member, Mr. Holland, and the reſt of his Cre- 
ditors, at whoſe Suit he now lies, will loſe their Debrs, for they will never more 
be able to take him again. 


In former times the Intervals of Parliament were both longer and oftener, ſo that 
there were better Opportunities to Arreſt, and the Perſons arreſted did lie longer in 
Cuſtody,” which obliged them to Comply” with their Creditors : Burt now the In- 
tervals are but ſeldom, and the fitting of the Parliament ſoon after ; ſo that ſuch 
Perſons*who are not able or willing to pay their Debts, will abide the Inconve- 


; niericy of a ſhort Impriſonment, if they are ſure that they ſhall be enlaged. 


It is humbly hoped, that it will be conſidered whether this is not as much as if 


{ there were a plain Law to bar all Creditors from arreſting any Member, during the

whole time of his being a Member of Parliament, which would be attended with a 


: great Ifconveniency to all the worthy Members, who have only Perſonal Eſtates, 
/ becauſe againſt them, there would then be no Law, and fo no Credit given, which 


the beſt of Men have ſometimes need of. 


Mr. Holand thought, and was adviſed, if he could arreſt Mr. 4rgil/ in an Inter- 


val of Priviledge, that he only ran the hazard of Mr. Argilfs not being able ro pay 
his Debts. Bur, | 


If Mr. Argill cannot be held in Execution, when taken up according to the Rules 
of the Houſe, Mr. ZZolland wiſhes that he had not underſtood that Liberty to be in 
favour of Creditors, fince it puts them to great Trouble and Charges to no purpoſe. 


The Security of every Mans RIGHT is from the Parliament, and they have 
always been very tender of the SUBJECTS PROPERTY, and therefore 
Mr. Holland lays his Debt at the Feet of the Honourable Houſe, ro diſpoſe of it- as 
they pleaſe, and will cheerfully ſubmit to their WISE and J UST Determination.
